And, he oan throw a baseball wherever he wants 1t, having unoanny 
control, Hlessed with a calm femperament, Satchel claims he oan stand 
on one foot for 10 minutes be delivering the ball. Me 1s careful 
how he warms up and won't throw a baseball until every muscle is 
throughly relaxed.
